The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
independent claim defines a sewing machine needle comprising a blade which includes 
a needle point and has a needle eye formed at a portion thereof in the vicinity to said 
needle point. The needle comprises at predetermined lengths, respectively, a straight 
profile, a flat cross-section and a circle. The straight profile extends parallel to the axis 
of the needle from the eye to the point. The flat cross-section is located from the 
straight portion to the needle point and the perfect circle is located from the flat cross- 
section to the needle point. The dependent claim further limits the structure of the 
needle of the independent claim.
